Egypt aims missiles 
at heart of Israel

But Premier Golda Meir of 
Israel claimed the Egyptian 
tank charge into the Siani has 
been halted. 
Tank and artillery battles 
raged in the Sinai Desert and 
in Syria as Sadat m ade a

Egyptian People’s Assembly 
in Cairo and Mrs. Meir talked 
to the Israeli parliament in 
Jerusalem .

Egypt took control o f the 
103 -mile-long waterway after 
its troops stormed across at

But he 
said this would be possible 
only if Israel pulls out o f the 
Arab land it captured in 1967 
and guarantees the rights of 
the Palestinian people.
